5,991 ,755 issued to Naohiko Noguchi et al, disclosing a document retrieval system in 
which a necessary document is retrieved with a high accuracy by ranking a plurality of 
documents, fails to suggest the claimed combination of steps as mentioned above. The 
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above features in conjunction with all other limitations of the independent and 
dependent claims 1 - 8 are hereby allowed.
